station a mob attempted to block its

cuirassiers from behind a barricade. 


Troops Charge Crowd 


Drawing theft- swtfra.sv-'th," ""troops 


.-barged twice, scattering the crows 
n all directions. 


Before daybreak all roads leading 


to Mr. Ferroul's hou=e were held by 
cuirassiers in strong force. 
His body- 


guard of wine growers, among whom 
were many women, which had been 
nightly watching over the safety of 
their leader, was on duty as usual, but 
when the wine growers found them- 
selves surrounded by armed forces of 
the government, they did not attempt 
any resistance. When M. Ferroul ap- 
peared in custody of a police commis- 
sioner, the crowd momentarily threat- 
ened a rescue, but the mayor begged 
that there be no conflict with the 
.roops and he was placed in a car- 
riage and escorted bv loO cuirassiers, 
taken to the railroad station at Nar- 
bonne and started for Montpellier. 


Intense Excitement 


Intense excitement 'prevails at Nar- 


bonne, but the people thus far have 
been over-awed by the military dis- 
play. 
At Aigilliers the st.ito and police 


authorities, escorted by an imposing 
military force, raided the lieadquart-

break with variants for the arrest of 
Marcelin Albert and the members of 
the central committee, but they found 
that the leider of the movement and" 
several of his lieutenants had already 
fled.

pellier. v Strong forces of troops are 
scouring the country, hunting down 
the fugitives. 
The escape was fa"il- 


lUited by the f,ict that the people 
binned the bridge at the entrance of 
Argillters, last night, making Ji long 
Jetour necessary and delating the ar- 
fval of the government's representa- 
tives. 


Martial Law in Force 


Martial law is in full force in the 


vineyards of the south and the gov- 
ernment is hopeful that the display of 
-trength which it is making will soon 
crush the incipient rebellion. 


Premier 
Clemenceau remained at 


the ministry of the interior all last 
night personally directing the pro- 
cedure of his representatives on the 
spot. 


All telephone lines south have been 


seized for the exclusive use of the 
ministry of the interior and they were 
kept busy all night. 


The arrest and removal of M. Fer- 


roul from the immediate scene of his 
activity is regarded ns important, as 
it is thought it will disintegiate the 
strike of the mayors for which he was 
held responsible. 
But for the rebel- 


lion of the municipalities, the gov- 
ornment believes the movement would 
have ended as it began, in meetings of 
protest, as Albert did nof contemplate 
civic anarchy when he 
started 
hia 


crusade.
